He was 
referred to by all, friends and foes, 
as "AL-AMIN", the Trust worthy. 
People would bring their disputes 
to him to be settled. 

The Prophet was a living exam- 
ple for the spread of Justice and 
equality. Muslims or non-Muslims, 
friends or fees, high or low, all 
were, alike to him. Even in the 
treatment of his servants, everywhere 
he observed the same principles of 
equality and justice. It is reported 
that Anas was in the service of the 
Prophet Muhammad for about ten 
years.

The Prophet of Islam enjoined 
the acquisition of knowledge upon 
all Muslims, both males and females. 
The Holy Qur'an says : " Whose 
ever is given knowledge is given in 
reality, much goodnes." The prophet 
says : " Acquire knowledge even if 
you must go to China to find it" 
He is reported to have said that 
the pen is mightier than the sword, 



and a drop of ink from the writer's 
quill is more sacred than the blood 
trickling from the wounds of a mar- 
tyr." While the achivements of every 
great man are limited to a definite 
sphere, those of the Holy prophet 
cover the entire field of human life. 
He gathered to gether a people like 
the Arabs, split up into warring 
tribes, severed by generations of 
blood feuds. He lifted up a nation 
sunk solow, as were the Arabs, and 
made of them torch-bearers of a 
living culture and a great civili- 
zation. His greatness is to be found 
in a mighty and comprehensive per- 
sonality. His words inspired and His 
personality radiated the hearts of 
His companions, whowere not per- 
sons of inferior standing or mental 
calibre, but men of high rank, wealth 
culture and Position.

Sinceritv, eenero* 
sity, broadmindedness frimness and 
tenacity of purpose, His calmness in 
adversity. His meakness in prospe- 
rity, His humility in greatness, His 
modesty of character, His love for 
people, His care for animals, His 
bravery and magnanimity of spirit, 
His unbending sense of justice are 
the manifestations of his practical 
life. It would need volumes to des- 
cribe the unique qualities of His 
Unique Personality.

It is reported, also, that Bilal, 
the companion of the Prophet, went 
to call out for the Morning Prayer 
when he saw the Prophet crying. 
Upon asking him about the matter, 
the Prophet said : 

n What, should not I cry ? God 
revealed to me this night this verse : 
Behold 1 In the creation of the 
heavens and the earth, and the alter- 
nation of night and day-there are 
indeed signs for men of understan- 
ding." Then the Prophet added : 
" Woe to those who read this verse 
and do not think deeply about it". 
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" Those who divided their 
religion, and turned into sects and 

groups, you have nothing to do 
with them, their matter is to God, 
Who will bring them to requital ". 

QUES1TON : 

What is the meaning of the 
word "Faith" ? 

ANSWER : 

"Faith" is the belief in somthing 
with all yours heart with no dout 
or hesitation. 

People are different in their 
faith according to whether the 
evidences of their faith are clear or 
ambiguous. Suppose, for example, 
that a person has heard from an- 
other truthful one fiat there is a 
country in the world called "Nigeria", 
the first will believe the latter, 
especially if he has heard about the 
same fact from other truthful men. 
If it happened that he saw the 
picture of the capital of that country, 
his belief about the existance of 
that country will be stronger. And 
if he went actually to Nigeria, his 
certainty will be quite aboslute, and 
he will harbor no doubt at all 
about that fact. 

In this way, people are different 
in the grades of their religious faith. 
Some believe by imitation and 
inheritance, just because they were 
born to Muslim parents. Such faith 
is liable to doubt and suspicion. 



Some other acquire their faith 
through thinking and deliberation 
which make their faith stronger. 
Still some others combine their 
thought with their obedience to God 
in their search after truth until its 
light shines in their heart. Those 
are described in this Holy Verse : 

"To those who recieve guidance, 
God increases the light of guidance, 
an bestows on them their piety and 
restraint from evil." 

QUESTION : 

What are the basic sources of 
faith in Islam ? 

ANSWER : 

Islamic faith is based upon the 
Holy Book of God and the Traditions 

or "Sunna" of the Prophet (peace be 
upon him). This faith is in complete 
harmony with reason and scientific 
facts. 

Therefore, God, the Almighty, 
honoured the reason and directed 
His speech to it, made it the cri- 
terion of responsibility, and called 
it to think and search after truth. 
The Holy Qur'an says : 

"Say : Behold all that is in 
the heavens and on earth. . . ** 

And : 

" Do they not look at the sky 
above them ? How We have made 
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faith in the Angels, the Books oi 
God, His messengers, the Day of 
Judgment, and the divine laws. The 
Quran says : 

"The Apostle believes in what 
has been revealed to him from his 
Lord, as do the men of faith. Each 
one of them believes in God, His 
Angels, His Books, and His Apostles." 

And : 

"It is not righteousness that 
you turn your faces towards east or 
west ; but it is righteousness to believe 
in God, the Last Day, and the Angels, 
and the Book, and the Messengers". 

No one is considered a Muslim 
if he does not believe in the exis- 
tence of God, His oneness, His being 
exalted above similarity to, or dis- 
cendance in, others, His being dis- 
tinguished by disposal and manage- 
ment o! the Universe, and His being 
the only one deserving worship. He 
will not be counted among Muslims 
who does not believe in the messages 
of God to His servants through His 
messengers and Books, or does not 
believe in what is implied in these 
books, or makes a distinction between 
any of God's messengers and believes 
in some of them and disbelieves in 
some others. Nor is he a Muslim 
who does not believe in the life 
hereafter, and that the other life is 



the life of requital and eternity, or 
who denies the laws of God, His 

orders and His prohibitions. 

QUESTION : 

Why was Islam named by this 
word ? 

ANSWER : 

All other religions are named 
after a certain man or a certain 
nation. Christianity and Buddhism 
were named after their founders 
"Christ" and Buddha. 

Zoroastrianism is ascribed to 
Zarathusria, and so on. 

\Im Islam, however, is not ascribed to 
any person or nation. The word Islam, 
however, is not ascribed to any 
person or nation. The word 
"Islam" indicates that nobody or 
no nation established Islam. 

It is the natural religion of all 
people from eternity, as the Holy 
verse says : 

". . . The pattern on which He 
has made mankind; no change In 
the creation of God. That is the 
standard religion. But most amon 
mankind understand not".

What are the basic creeds of 
Islam ? 

ANSWER : 

The basic creeds which should 
be believed in by Muslims are : 
First : the existence of God, His 
oneness, His being distinguished by 
the disposal and management of the 
universe, His being exalted over par- 
tnership of others with Him in power 
and glory or His similarity to any- 
thing else in being or attributes, and 
His deserving of worship solely. 
No creator but He, no partner to 
Him, and nobody is asked for help 
or mercy save Him. The Holy 
Quran says : 

" Say: He is God, the One and 
the Only. God, the Eternal, the 
Absolute. He begets not, nor is He 
begotten. And there is none like Him." 

Second : to believe that God 
chooses from among His servants 
some messengers to convey His mes- 
sages, through divine revelation, to 
His servants, and to call them to 
right faith and good action. There- 
fore, a Muslim should believe in all 
the prophets and Messengers of God 
from Noah down to Muhammad 
( peace be upon them all ). 



Third : to believe in the Angels 
who are the agents of God to carry 
His revelation to His messengers. 
And to believe in the divine Books 
of God. 

Fourth : to believe in what is 
called ior in the different missions 
of the messengers of God, such as 
the belief in the Day of Judgment, 
and the divine laws and legislation. 

QUESTION : 

How are these creeds realized 
by the one who wishes to be 
a Muslim ? 

ANSWER : 

These creeds are realized by the 
"shahada" or the witness that God 
is One and that Muhammad is His 
servant and His messenger. To wit- 
ness that "There is no god but God 
and Muhammad is the Messenger of 
God " is the key of Islam. 

The belief in the oneness of God 
demands complete faith in Him as 
the Only diety, and the sole Cheri- 
sher of humankind. Thus He is the 
Only One Who is distinguished by 
worship. 

The belief in the messengers!] ip 
of Muhammad calls for complete 
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the female, and made you nations 
and tribes so that you may know 
each other, but the most righteous 
of you is the most respected before 
God." 

'The members of the human 
family are similar to the teath of 
a comb and there is no superiority 
for the Arabs over the non-Arabs 
exept on the basis of piety." 
"All of you from Adam, and Adam 
was from dust." 

Islam declared a non-stop war 
against slavery which prevailed all 
over the world in those days and it 
gave equal statues to men and women 
in rights and duties. 

Then Islam declared the freedom 
of belief. The Qur'an says : "There 
is no compulsion in religion the 
right has become evident from the 
wrong, if thy lord willed all those 
on earth would believe. Would 
you then compel the people to 
believe ?" It Shows full respect to 
all religions and guarantees freedom 
of worship, peaceful life and justice. 

Islam also declared the freedom 
of thinking and expression. It rejec- 
ted blind faith, and despotic rule. 
Islam calls its followers to ponder 
the kingdom of the heaven and the 
earth and to adopt way of generosity 



liberality and forgiving. The law 
of Muhammad guarantees freedom 
to all minority communities for 
preaching their faith and ideas and 
teach them in schools tembles etc. 
without any kind of interefrence. 
It also approves the right of owner- 
ship with some suitable conditions 
in the general interest of the com- 
munity and the state. These are 
the main natural rights which Islam 
guaranteed to all people without 
any Consideration of colour, race, 
language or religion. The prophet 
Muhammad declared these rights 
fourteen hundred years ago, at a 
time when everywhere ignorance, 
error and tyranny reigned supreme. 
Then Muhammad lit the tourch of 
truth before the erring humanity and 
showed mankind right path. And 
he freed them from the bonds of 
Fanaticism, selfishness and Ma- 
terialism. Through this way he 
promised the world prosperity, peace 
and happiness 



Alas 1 what a pity for the man- 
kind of to-day who are misled by 
these hypocrites who are to-day 
preaching these human rights and 
at the fame time they are continuing 
the colour war against the black 
skinned people and practicing the 
law of discrimination. 
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colour has its own value and every 
religion has its own place. But the 

test of weight and value depends on 

man's ability and his disability not 
on his humanity and dignity. While 
knowledge, wealth and power are 
the means of sovereignty, ignorance 
poverty and weakness will lead to 
slavery.

Before that the leaders of 
French Revolution also had pro- 
claimed these rights in 1789 and 
they made it a preface to their co- 
nstitution consisting of 17 articles. 
The policy of discrimination 
prevailing in certain parts of Ame- 
rica and Africa, the inhuman 
treatment which the coloured people 
are facing at the hands of the 
white men who have pretended that 
they are the pioneers of human 
rights has left one to ask himself 
what the Europeans and Americans 
mean by the word "human" and to 
whom they have proclaimed these 

rights ? 

Whether he is some man whom 
God created from different -«*»*- 
lands, and colours or he is 



white man who Comes from th 
Latins, Saxons or Tutons ? It 
appears from their present policy 
and behaviour that they mean only 
the white man, because black and 
red people hav2 all duties but 
no rights. 

The deprived existence of the 
people in the land of liberal demo- 
crats is the worst fib in the consti- 
tution of democracy in Washington 
and the biggest mockery of the statue 
of liberty in Newyork. But the colou- 
red people of Asia and Africa in the 
eyes of Europeans are like the animals 
which are born to be trained to 
work or like the raw materials to 
be used in the industrial production.
